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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 2/23/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
7,558,227 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -7, 9 and 11 -22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
teach a method of synthesizing a signal by a computer system comprising the acts of: 
a) determining a required pitch bell location in the domain of the signal to be 
synthesized, b) mapping the required pitch bell location onto an original signal to 
provide a first pitch bell location, c) randomly shifting the first pitch bell location to 
provide a second pitch bell location, d) windowing the original signal on the second pitch 
bell location to provide a pitch bell, e) placing the pitch bell at the required pitch bell 
location in the domain of the signal to be synthesized to form the signal, and f) 
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outputting the signal as a speech signal from a speaker. The cited prior art alone or in 
combination fails to fairly teach or disclose the claimed combination of features. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
